1. All property is sold “as is” and neither the Galleries nor its Consignor makes any 
warranties or representations of any kind or nature with respect to the property, and 
in no event shall they be responsible for the correctness of description, genuineness, 
authorship, attribution, provenience or condition of the property and no statement 
in the catalogue or made at the sale or elsewhere shall be deemed such a warranty 
or representation or an assumption of liability. With respect only to Impressionist, 
Post-Impressionist and modern paintings, drawings and sculptures, if, within twenty- 
one days after sale of any property the Galleries, in its best judgment or that of such 
experts as it may consult, determines that there is valid doubt as to authenticity or 
attribution, and if the property is returned to the Galleries within that time, the 
Galleries as agent of the Consignor may rescind that sale of the property and refund 
the purchase price. 


2. The Galleries reserves the right to withdraw any property at any time before 
actual sale. 


3. Unless otherwise announced by the auctioneer at the time of sale, all bids are to 
be for a single article even though more than one article is included under a num- 
bered item in the catalogue.
